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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention (Please select one from each set): 

Set I: host organizer 

Group a: host organizer being a binder, 

Group b: host organizer being a briefcase, and 

Group c: host organizer being a handbag. 

Set II: ancillary article 

Group 1 : ancillary article being a wallet, 

Group 2: ancillary article being a purse, 

Group 3: ancillary article being a PDA, 

Group 4: ancillary article being a calculator, 

Group 5: ancillary article being a electronic organizer, 

Group 6: ancillary article being a notebook, and 

Group 7: ancillary article being a cell phone. 

It is noted that most of the articles as set forth in this Election of species are objected to 
under 37 CFR 1 .83(a), i.e., the drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the elected embodiment must be shown or the features canceled from the 
claims in response to this Office Action. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
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sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
